 (a) The Attorney General, State Prosecutor, or any State’s Attorney may 15 

apply to a judge of competent jurisdiction, and the judge, in accordance with the 16 

provisions of § 10–408 of this subtitle, may grant an order authorizing the interception 17 

of wire, oral, or electronic communications by investigative or law enforcement officers 18 

when the interception may provide or has provided evidence of the commission of: 19
